— Ha the Poet ſaith: Let vs praiſe the true labouring hoi 
er of the true labourer. war oo many great Lords and no- 
ble parſonages, haue left their Theaters, pleaſant Stages, good- 
ly paſtimes: forſaking and _—_ their pleaſures, not much 
regarding rich Diademes, and coſtly perfumes, but haue gi- 
uen themſelues to Planting and Graffyng, and ſuch like. In 
ſuch forte, that if wee ſhould diligently Fact und recite all 
the diſcourſe of auncient Hiſtories, as of late dayes we ſhould 
finde, that the moſt noble perſonages through their vertue, 
hath ſhewed many goodly examples, as in one Theatre a ſu- 
preme degree Honorable : nor haue had nothing more deere, 
more requiſite : nor more greately in commendation , then 
Planting and Graftyng of fruite . | X 
Cyrus a great ing of the Perſians (as witnelfe Xene- 
phon, ) dyd ſo much delight in the Arte of Planting & Graf 
fing, (which dyd ſhewa great praiſe and glory vntohis per- 
ſonage,) that he had no greater deſire or pleaſute, then when 
he might occupie himſelfe in Planting and Graffyng, to gar- 
niſh the earth, to place andorderthereon certaine number of 
trees. The Emperour Diocleſian, (as doeth recite, Sextus 
Aurelius Victor,) of his owne good will without any con- 
ſtraint, dyd leaue the Scepter of his Empire , for to remaine 
continually in the feeldes. its 
o much pleaſure dyd he take in Planting of fruite,in ma- 
king of Orchards and Gardens, which he dyd make, garnith, 
a

and finiſh with his owne hands. : 


The Senatours, Dictatours, and Conſulls of the Romains, 
emong all other things haue commended Planting and Graf- 


fing, to be one of the moſt floriſhing labours in this world for 
the Common wealth, the which was celebrated and counted 
a great vertue, yea, they dyd ſo mueh eſteeme it, that they 
did hang Tables thereof in diuers places, neuer thinking the 
tyme more aptly ſpent, then in Planting and Graffyng, no- 
thing more contenting themſelues, nothing more delighted 
in any other affaires for the common wealth, then in Setting, 
Sowing, or Planting on the earth. 

How much we may praiſe of late dayes, and commend 
our trauailers from other Countries, it is calic to be percei- 
ued and knowne, but of Lordes,Gentlemen,and Merchants, 
which haue had (as it doth appeare) a great regard in theſe 
latter dayes, how they might follow the example of others: 
whereby it hath repleniſhed this our Realme with diuers 
ſtraunge Plants, Herbes, and trees, verye good and neceſſa- 
rie for the benefit ofthe Common wealth,not heretofore come 
monly knowne, x 

And behold, aboue all labours (for the common. wealth) 
we ought to giue a ſure and certaine iudgement , that Plan- 
ting and Graffyng-is more highly to bee commended and 
praiſed , then many other worthie and noble things in this 
world: For this Arte hath not onely from tyme to tyme, bene 
put in vſe and practiſe of labour,through Kings and Princes; 

ut alfo it hath bene put it in writing of many great & wor- 
thie perſonages, in diuers kinde of languages, as in Grecke 
by Philometor, Hieron, Achelaus, Orpheus, Muſceus, Ho- 


ron, 
and in the Portingall tongue by King Attalus and Mago, 
the wich reciteth the wh ories) that after their death , the 
kes of Planting and Graffyng were brought to Rome, 
fone after the deſtruction of Carthage. | |

worthie men by their learning haue written likewiſe thereaf, 
ſhould ſeeme that it hath come from their aunceſtours, as the 
reateſt honour, through the noble inuention of the ſame. 
Ekewile I dare boldly affyrme, not onely the learned haue 
written; but haue bene practiſers & innenters of the ſame, (as 
witneſſeth diners Hiſtories,)in divers & many ſecret things, 
wherein I dare boldly ſay, they haue not learnedly, nor ſo ex- 
actly writien, but they haue more exactly. caught and left in 
wryting things ſo certaine, that their ſucceſſors may eaſily 


© marke, obſerue and keepe the ſame: For euery one hath writ- 


ten, according to the nature of his Country. 

The Greeks for Greeke, the Barbarians for Barbarie, the 
Italian for Italie, the French men for Fraunce, &c, Which 
writing without the order and practiſe, doeth very ſmall pro- 
fie for this our Realme of England, the which I can blame 
nothing more, then the negligence of our Nation, which hath 
had ſmallcare heretofore in Planting and Gratfyng, in ſome 
places of this Realme (as T haue knowen) where as good and 
well diſpoſed haue graffed, the euill and malicious perſon. 
hath ſoone after deſtroyed them againe : but if we would en- 
deuour our ſelues therevnto) as other Countries doe,) wee 
might floriſh, & haue many a ſtrange kinde of fruit (which 
now we haue oftentimes the want therof) that might great- 
ly pleaſure and ſerue many waies,both for the rich and poore, 
as well in Greece, Barbarie, Italie, or Fraunce, if our nation. 
were giuen fo well that way as they are. 

Right honourable, for ſo much as I haue beene long, in 
declaryng of our predeſſours, I will now leaue, ( troubling 
your honour any further) and reſt from the other thinges 
accompliſhing my defire , beſeching your Lordſhippe to 
take this my ſimple trauaile in good part, requeſting no o- 
ther recompence for my paine heerein, but wiſhing ä 
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be put in a generall praiſe through this Realme, whereby 
in ſmall time would growe vnto a greate profite and com- 
moditie,both tothe rich and poore, wherein I ſhould thinke 
my ſelfe not onely happie, but alſo to haue a iuſt tribute for 
my deſertes, and alſo this Realme might thereby receiue no 
ſmall benefite, with praiſe of other countries, in following 
our predeceſſours in this Arte jof Planting and Graffyng:; 
Some places of this Realme are greatlie conimended and 
praiſed emong others: as Kent for the cheefeſt, which ver- 
tue (notwithſtanding) can not be cleane put out or forgotten, 
ſpecially, when ſuch as your honour ſhall ſeeme to fauour 
* ſame, and alſo to ſee the ſorward doings thereof, in ſuch 
grounds and Lordſhips as ye doe poſſeſſe, the which at this 
time hathonely moued mee to attempte vnto your honour, 
this my ſimple trauaile, which is not the onelie duetie that 
I owe vnto your honour , but a due deſart, not thinking my 
ſelfe halfe able to recompence your vertuous liberality , nor 
ſhewing otherwaies how to recompence the ſame , hath 
boldened mee at this time, to commende this my ſimple and 
rude woorke vnto your Lordſhip, not according vnto your 
eſtateand honour, the which had been more meete & requi- 
ſite, to haue had the finiſhing of ſome better worke , Ther- 
fore beſeching your honour, to weye and accept this mine in- 
tent and good will herein, which thing ſo doing, I ſhall thinke 

my ſelfe not onely happie, but it ſhall encourage me the 
more heereafter,to take in hand the like or better 
worke, Thus I beſech the almightie God 
and Creatour, to increaſe your 
proſperous honour,with

And 
then befoze. ve doe ſet them, ve ſhall ſoke o2 ſtcepe them in 
Milke, oz in Miike and water, ſo long till they doe ſtinske 
thereinithen ſhall ye dꝛye them and ſet them in god earth, 
in the change oz increaſe of the Mone, with the ſmall ende 
vpward,fours fingers de&pe,then put ſome ſticke thereby to 
marke the place. 


| For to ſet them in the ſpring time. 
F ye will plant oz ſef pour Muttes in the Spꝛing time, 
where pe will haue them ſtill to remame and not to be 
remoued, the beſt and moſt eaſie way is, to ſet in euerp 
ſuch plate (as pe thinke god) tha 02 foure Nutfes nigh tos. 
—— when they doe all ſpꝛing vp, leaue none ſanding. 
| Of the dunging and deepe digging thereof, 
A Lo whereas ve ſhall thinke god, ye may plant 02 ſet all 
- your Nuttes in one ſquare oz quarter together in god 
earth and dung, in ſuch place and time as they ble to plant. 
But ſee that it be well dunged, and alſo digged god and deep, 
and to be well medled with god dung thzoughout , then ſet 
pour Nuttes thꝛe fingers deepe in the earth, and halfe a fof 
one from an other: ye ſhall water them often in the &oms 
mer when there is dꝛye weather, and ſe to werde them, and.

Y Y 9eneuer pe goe to graffing,ſe& pe be firſt furniſhed 
with araffcs,clay e malle, clothes oꝛ barkes of ſallow 
to binde likewiſe withall Allo ye muſt haue a ſmall @aw, 
and a ſharpe knife, to cleaue and cat graffes withall. But if 
were much better if ye ſhould cut pour graffes with a great 
penknife oꝛ ſome other like ſharpe knife, haning alſo a (mall 
wedge of hard wod,o2 of Iron, with a hoked knife, and aiſo 
a ſmall allet. And pour wilde ſtockes muff be well roted 
befoze pe doe graffe them:t᷑ be not ſo quicke fo deteiue pour 
ſelues, as thoſe which doe graffe and plant all at one time, 
vet they ſhall not p2ofit ſo wel,fo2 where the wild ffock hath 
not ſubſtance in him ſelfe , much leſs to giue vnto the other 
graffes,foz when a man thinkes ſometimes to fo ward him 
ſelfe, he doth hinder himſelle. | .

which is the beſt wap as ſome doe ſay. Alſo if ye keepe them

ASP chicfely the Apple Trees, being Graffed o2 not 


Graffed , doe require fo be diſb2aunched beefoze they 
be ſette againe , foz they ſhall pꝛoſper thereby, _

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the better the other ſoꝛts of Trees map well paſſe bnbzan- 
ched, ik they haue not to great oz large bzanches: and there⸗ 
foꝛe it ſhall be god to tranſplant oꝝ ſet, as ſone after as the 
graffes are cloſed, on the head of the wilde ſtock, as foꝛ ſmall 
tres, which haue but one Cion oz twigge, it needs not to cut 
them aboue, when they be replanted oz remoued.

A LL wilde trees o2 ſtocks, which pe think foz fo graffe on, 
| pe mult firſt cut of all their bzanches befoze ye ſet them 

acaine : alſo it ſhall be god, al waies to take hede in replan⸗ 
ting pour trees, that ye doe ſet the againe, in as god oz bet⸗ 
ter earth, then they were in befoꝛe, and ſo euer Tree,accozs 
ding as his nature doeth require. 


What trees loue the faire Sunne, what 
trees the colde aire. | 

(CPmmonly the molt part of trees, doe loue the Sunne at 
one, and yet the South winde (or vent d'aual) is very 
contrary againſt their nature, t ſpecially the Almon tre, the 
Abzicote, the Mulberie tre, the Figge tree, g the Pomgra⸗ 
nade tree. Certain other tres there be which loue cold aire, 
as theſe: The Cheſtnut tre, the wilde e eager Cherie Tre, 
the Quince tre, and the Damſon oz Plum tre, the Walnut 
loneth colde aire, and a ſtonie white groũd. Peare trees loue 
not greatly plaine places, they pꝛoſper well enough in pla⸗ 
ces cloſed with walles, oꝛ high Hedges, & ſpeciallp the Peare 
called bon Chriſtien. | 


Of many ſorts and maners of trees, 
folowing their nature, 
Te Damſon oꝛ Plum Tre doth lone a cold fat carth, 
t clay withal, the (Bealme) great Cherie doth lone to be 
ſet oꝛ planted vpon Clap. The Pine free loueth light earth, 
ſtonie x ſandie. The Medlar m— 8 inough in 3 
b 0 
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of grounds, x doth not hinder his fruit, to be in the ſhadow e 
moiſt places. Naſel nut trees lone the place to be cold, leane, 
moiſt & ſandie. Ve hal vnderſtand, that enery kinde of femt- 
full tree doth toue,41s moze fruitfuli in one place, then an o⸗ 
ther, as attoꝛding bnto their nature. euerthelelle, pet we 
ought to nourilh them (all that we may) in the place where 
we ſet them in, in taking them fro the plate e graund they 
were in. and pe muff alſo conſider when one doth plant the, 
of the great e largeſt kinde of tries, that euery kinde of tree 
may pꝛoſper # grow, if is to be conſideredatſo,if the trees 
haue commonly growne afoze ſo large in þ ground o2 not, 
fo in god earth, the trees may well pꝛoſper t᷑ grow, hauing 
a god ſpace one from an other, moʒe then if the ground were 
leane and naught. 


How to place or ſet trees at large. 
Athis thing ye ſhall conſider, pe muſt giue a competẽt 
ſpace, from one tr to an other, when as ye make the 
Holes to ſet them in, not nigh, noꝛ Þ one tree touch an other. 
Fo2 a god trie plãted, oʒ ſet welt at large, it pꝛoſteth often⸗ 
times moze of fruit then thꝛe oꝛ ſoure trees, ſet to nigh toge⸗ 
ther. The moſt greateſt largeſt trees commonly are Wals 
nuts, Cheſtnuts, if ye plant the ſeuerally in rank, as they 
doe commonly grow vpon high waies,beſivs hedges x fields, 
they mult be ſet xxxb. fote a ſonder, one from an other, az 
there abouts,but if ye will plant many rankes in one place 
togethers,ye mult ſet them the ſpace of rlv;fote one from an 
other, oz ther abouts, & ſo farre ye muſt ſet your ranks one 


from an other. Foꝛ the Peare Tres and Apple Trees, and 


other ſoꝛtes of Tres , which may be ſet of this largeneſſs 
ono from the other, if ye doe Plant onely in rankes by hed⸗ 
ges in the feeldes, oꝛ other wiſe, it ſhall be ſufficient of rr.fote 
one from an other. But if pe will ſette two ranckes vpon 
the ſides of your great Alleis in gardens, which be of tenne 
oꝛ twelue fote bꝛoad, it ſhalbe then beſt to giue them moze 


pate, the one fromthe other in oche ranke, as about xxv. fte

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allo ye muſt not ſet your Tres right one againſt the other, 
but entermedling oꝛ betwerne euerie ſpate, as they map beſt

Uft fo ſet oꝛ plant all pour tres of one bigneſſe,as of yong 
tres like roddcs,being Peare trees,02 Apple trtes, they mul 
be ſet a god ſpace one from an other, as of twenty oz thirty 
fote in ſquare, as foſay,from one rancke to an other. Foz to 
plant oꝛ ſet of ſmaller træs, as Plum tries, and Apple tres, 
of the like bignelle, it ſhalbe ſufficient fo2 them foureteene 02 
fifteene fte ſpate, in quarters.

VV Ben that ye plant o2 ſet rankes , 02 euerie kinde of 
trees, togethers, ye ſhall ſet oꝛ plant py moft ſmalleſt 
towards the Sunne, and the greateſt in the ſhade,y they may 
not annoy oꝛ hurt the (mall , noꝛ the ſmall the great. Alſo 
whenſoeuer pe wil plant oꝛ ſet of Peare tries, « Plum tres 
(in any place) one with an other, better it were to ſet the 
Plum tres next the Dunne, foꝛ the peares will dure better 
in the ſhade. Alſo ye muſt vnderſtãd, when pe ſet oz plant any 
rancks ol Tres togethers, ye muſt haue moze ſpace bet wirt 
your rankes and Trees, (then when ye ſette but one ranke) 
chat they may haue rome ſufficient on euerie ſide.

O F tries which haue woꝛmes within their barks, is wher 
as pe (hall ſe a ſwelling o2 rifing therein, thererfoze ye 
mult cut oz cleaue the ſaidbarke vnto the wd, to the ends 
the humoz may alſo diſtill out thereat, and with a lit le hoke 
ve mult pluck oz dzaw out the ſaid wozms, with all the rot⸗ 
ten wed that ye can ſee, then ſhall pe put vpon the ſaid place, 
a plaiſter made of Dre dung, oꝛ Hogs dung medled e beafen 
with Sage, t a little of vnfleckt Lime, then let it be all well 
blend together, t wꝛap it on a cloth, bind it faſt x cloſe ther⸗ 
on ſo long as it will hold.

Of ſetting the Almonde,
